FRANCE 18 PORTRAVED 
AS OPPOSED TO CUT. 

Geneva, September 17.-—( United 
News.)—At the moment that Anglo- 
American naval conversations seem to 
be ending favorably, League of Nations 
disarmament circles today saw tre- 
mendous difficulties ahead for the dis- 
armament problem generally. 

Resides the difficulty league experts 
believe the United States and England 
will have in inducing France, 


the Anglo-American program, 
also see two other highly important 
difficulties in the way. 

First is the determination of France 
and Italy that the conference be held 
in Geneva instead of London. If held 
in Geneva it could be an integral part 
of the league's general disarmament 
movement. League authorities fear 
that the controversy over this alone 
may well be a repetition of the squab- 
hie over the choice of The Hacue for 
the recent reparations conference, 
which so poisoned the atmosphere in 
s‘tvance that it almost wrecked the 
conference from the start. 

Second is the problem of Viscount 
(ecil’s resolution introduced before 
the league's disarmament commission. 
While it is recognized that the points 
contained in Cecil's resolution form a 
basis for disarmament, provided an 
agreement upon them i« possible, it is 
feared that hi« resolution was intro- 
fineed at a most inopportune time. It 
i pointed eut that if he had waited 
until after the proposed five-power 
arms iimitation conference had sue- 
mveded, he could then have advanced 
his resolution as embodying the next 
step in disarmament.

the general assembly, is well pleased 
with the manner in which his claims 
for the measure are being sustained. 

Senator Redwine took charge of the 
measure in the senate and Mr. Davis 
in the house. 

_ Both urgently advocated that Geor- 
gia should get rid of its effete law pre- 
venting commertial transactions in cot- 
ton futures for actual delivery, taking 
the position that unless Georgia should 
substitute the old law with a new one, 
as proposed, both cotton sellers and 
cotton buyers in this state wonld be 
kept in a position of continuous disad- 
vantage as compared to other states. 


Makes Good Beginning. 


In speaking of the operation of the 
measure since the passage of the new 


‘law, Mr. Davis says: 


“The first thing we urged in- advo- 
cacy of the measure was the need of a 
point of cotton delivery in Georgia. 
This has already been obtained. 

“When the board of directors of the 
New York Cotton Exchange met on 
September 5 they promptly named 
Savannah, so after October 1, 1930, 
we can sell our cotton by wire in New 


| York and make the delivery at Savan- 


nah. In my opinion this will prevent 
cotton selling in this state 150‘ or 175 
points off. the New York Cotton Ex- 
change spot month as it has done some 
times in the past. After October J, 
next year, cotton should never sell 
for more off the New York spot month 
than the freight charges from where 
the cotton is, to Savannah plus a 
small charge for weighing, grading, 
and certifying so as to make the de- 
livery at Savannah. This should mean 
a saving to the producers of from 
$2.50 to $5.00 per bale, depending on 
where the cotton is grown. 

“I believe we will have another de- 
livery point in the state within the 
next few years so as to still further 
reduce the freight to point of delivery. 

Legalizes Buying. 

“In addition to getting the spot de- 
livery point this bill legalizes Jegiti- 
mate buying and selling of future de- 
livery contracts and makes a contract 
of this kind enforceable in the courts 
of this state. This is as it should be 
for it is not possible to conduct a cot- 
ton business under present conditions 
with sharp competition without -hedg- 
ing. Hedging spot cotton is the same 
thing as taking insurance on a build- 
ing. The fire insurance policy pro- 
tects the owner against loss by fire. 
The hedging of spot cotton protects 
the owner egainst a changing market 
value. Hedging spot cotton also helps 
to finance the crop and as proof of 
this the federal farm board regula- 
tions, regarding loans to farmers on 
cotton, provide loans of 65 per cent 
when cotton is not hedged and 90 per 
cent when hedged by future contract.

Cancellation of the rates would re- 
sult in an increase on present rates of 
such commodities in Florida where 
there are commodity rates in effect, 
officials of the commission said.

dies, such as enuresis. Ralph C. Ha- 
mil, M. D., assures us that the suc- 
cessful management of bedwetting in 
children is summed up in the follow- 
ing conclusions, 

1. Enuresis is a conduct disorder. 

2. It is stopped when the child se 
desires, 

3. It is of prime importance that 
the child should assume responsibility 
for its eonduct in its sleep. 

4. All other forms of treatment are 
against the child’s interest. (Shades 
of Druggist Coue!) fe 

5. This assumption of respensibil- 
ity depends on a. number of factors, 
some of which may be beyond the 
physician’s control. Some, however, 
depend on the entente established be- 
tween physician and child. 

_Of course if Dr. Hamil is correct in 
his conception that bed wetting is a 
conduct disorder, and not a functional 
trouble caused by some merbid or 
pathological condition, then his meth- 
od of dealing with the disorder seems 
sound. enough.

“Projects of the League of Nations

Right to Tax Carriers Oper- 
ating Through Towns De- 
nied by Court. 


The Georgia supreme court decided 
that ecities-bave the right to classify 
motor busses and taxicabs operating 
on their. streets but do not have au- 
thority to tax busses operating through 
cities, in two detisions handed down 
Tuesday. 

The city of LaGrange passed ordi- 
nances some time ago which classified 
motor busses operating on regular 
schedules and along fixed routes on 
streets of the city at a maximum fare 
of 10 cents and taxicabs not observ- 
ing fixed schedules or routes. Taxicab 
owners protested and sought an in- 
junction against enforcement of the 
ordinances, which was denied by Judge 
C. E. Roop, of the Coweta circuit cf 
superior . court, sitting in.Troup coun- 
ty. Taxi owners appealed the case 
and the high court held that the city’s 
authority is “sufficiently broad” under 
the law to permit such regulation, up- 
holding the lower court.

_ Bank on Economic Forces 


Of World Is Explained 


' Criticism Points Out Pos- 

| sibility of Detrimental 

Effect Organization 
Might Have. 


BY WILLIAM H. FORT.

New York, September 17.—The 


criticism has been made that the pro- 
posed bank for international settle- 
ments, in the widening development 
of its operations and its constantly 
growing power as a world economic 
force, might well have a detrimental 
effect upon the economic machinery 
of the world. 

However, as explained by men who 
have made a close study of the bank, 
the effect of its operations upon 
world exchange should be just the 
opposite. Instead of creating economic 
disturbance there is every reason to 
believe the bank will have a stabilizing 
effect. 

Faced by the duty of transferring 
across the international frontiers such 
vast sums as are necessary in the pay- 
ment of reparations, the bank must 
regard as the primary consideration 
the completion of the payments in 
such a manner as not to disrupt for- 
eign exchange unduly, and not to up- 
set normal economic movements. 

The logical and the easiest way of 
doing this, it was decided by the rep- 
arations experts, was to mobilize the 
“naying machinery” in one central 
slaae. and to put upon one group of 
men the responsibility of handling the 
reparations payments with as dittle 
disturbance as possible. 

Not an Easy Matter. 


At best it will not be an easy mat- 
ter. In these reparations payments 
values do not pass mutually as in com- 
merce, It is one thing, as an interna- 
tional merchant pointed out, to ship 
wheat into Germany and take out 
marks in payment. Jt is another and 
more difficult thing to take out marks 

‘without first shipping in the wheat. 

Being the one central agency for the 
collection of reparations and the disfri- 
bution of the payments, the bank for 
international settlements will be in po- 
sition to take advantage of slight 
movements of exchange for the benefit 
of all concerned. The international 
character of the directing body of the 
bank will agsure discretion in the pur- 
chase of foreign exchange. This insti- 
tution will make no drive against any 
exchange when it is weak, to weaken 
it further for the purpose of profit to 
anyone. If the exchange of a given 
country is weak the bank will not 
seek to put further strain upon it. 

Qn the other hand, if the exchange 
of any country is strong, the interna- 
tional bank can aid in maintaining 
that position. Thus it should provide 
an equalizing agency which will pre- 
vent undue strain upon the exchange 


of any country. 
oem Change Order. ; 
“This ban® could not possibly dis- 
turb the economic machinery of the 


world,” one prominent international 


financier asserts. “That would be im- | 


possible. The very nature of the bank's 


formation and its duties makes it so. | 


“There is an erroneous impression 
that the reparations bank will do 
husiness, hit or miss, with various in- 
‘dividual banks throughout the world, 
entering into negotiations with them 
for yarious purposes. If that were 
true, one might conceive that some 
economic upset would evalve. Bft 
that possibility has been guarded 
against, 

'“It is the intention of the origi- 
nators of the international bank that 
it be allowed to function only through 


the central banks of the nations con- { 


cerned, and that, within these nations, 


the negotiations be controlled Dy the | 


central banks. 

“With the central banks in complete 
eontrol, the international bank would 
be powerless so far as doing any coun- 
try any injury is concerned. Not only 
is the international bank the only in- 
surer of German reparations pay- 
ments, it will tend also to improve 
the credit of all the countries con- 
cerned with it.” 

Under the plan of operation speci- 
fied in the Young agreement, the gov- 
ernor or head of every central bank 
of the nations concerned, or his rep- 
resentative, is ex-officio, a director 
of the reparations bank along with 
other directors appointed, not through 
political influence, but by the central 


bankers. 
Well Defined. 
The duties of the directors are well 
defined and well limited. All bank- 
ing operations conducted by the bank 


for international settlements must be | 


through the central banks. In other 
words the founding of the interna- 
tional bank simply creats another 
piece of banking machinery with 
workiwide scope, but its sphere of 
influence is limited and its operation 
is intended primarily to simplify the 
handling of reparations payments. 

Instead of. being a superbank, as 
its critics object, it will be a servant 
bank. Controlled entirely by the 
world’s central bankers, it will con- 
form necessarily to the wishes of the 
eentral banks and accomplish such 
tasks as are laid out for it by the 
eentral bankers. 

“One of the results hoped for from 
the bank's establishment.” it is ex- 
plained, “is the engendering of inter- 
national confidence.

AIR LINES SHY AT PLAN 
OF U. 5. ROUTE CONTROL 


Kansas City, September 17.—(4)— 
Representatives of the country’s com- 
mercial air lines, attending the first 
air traffic conference of the aeronau- 
tical chamber of commerce, shied to- 
day from a suggestion that they re- 
quest congress to pass legislation plac- 
ing commercial air routes under gov- 
ernmental control. 

A proposal by Earle P. Hallibur- 
ton, Duncan, Okla., president of the 
Southwest Air Fast Express, that the 
conference petition congress for legis- 
lation enabling the interstate com- 
merce commission, or some similar 
body, to control air rates, was lost 
for want of a second. 

A suggestion by William P. Mac- 
Cracken, assistant secretary of com- 
merce for aeronautics, that a commit- 
tee be appointed to study the matter 
was not considered. 

MacCracken and General 

O’Ryan, president of the 
Colonial Airways System and chair- 
man of the conference, opposed sub- 
mission to governmental control. 

The air secretary told the operators 
that the railroads were not placed 
under regulation until “pernicious 
practices” made it necessary, and said 
the air transport executives should 
work out their own problems. Gov- 
ernment officials, he said, no matter 
how able or sincere, could handle the 
matter as well as the air industry 
itself. General O’Ryan asserted gov- 
ernment control would be “a chain” 
(on the air industry. 
| An international network of air 
transport lines, linking all parts of 
North and South America with Europe 
and Asia, was heralded at the session 
tonight as a probable development of 
the immediate future by Dr. Wilhelm 
Adler, financial director of the Ger- 
man Luft Hansa. 

The German aeronautics authority 
said regular air mail and express 
service between all parts of the 
United States and Germany, via the 
south Atlantic, would become a reality 
within a year if present negotiations 
are successful.

die west, and there will be much indignation over the matter, but not 
enough to stop the practice. Proselyting means inducing an athlete, par- 
ticularly a football player, to transfer from one college to another or 
from preparatory school to a college on promise of financial or social in- 
ducements. 

Usually this is done by an old grad, but this instance is a 
strange one, in that a senior at Ohio State is accused of indulging 
in this. practice, which is regarded as highly nefarious. Of course, 
something will have to be done about it or precious freshmen 
will be sent out to do the proselyting at institutions where the 
practice is permitted—and, if the truth were known, there are 
few where it is not, if you want to get down to the strict letter 
of the law. 

According to The Associated Press, Ralph Vance, football coach of 
the John Carroll university, charged that one of his players. had been 
approached with an offer of free room, ‘board ahd tuition and a job 
paying between $15 and $25 a week to play on the Ohio State football 
team..* The player to whom this munificent offer was made is an out- 
standing tackle on the Carroll team, and still will be, for he scorned the 
filthy lucre, the room, the board and even the tuition. 

Shocking. | 

There are two grounds for indignation over these allegations. In the 
first instance, it is shocking that any college should attempt to recruit 
athletes from another college. The other cause for thé most. emphatic 
indignation is that a college should be so parsimonious in the matter 
of the inducements otfered. ee 

I have just been reading a piece in an English sports paper, in 
which it is claimed that members of college teams and crews | 
complain generally of the drudgery that is connected with our 
serious college spert. It strikes me that e wage of a sliding 
scale of from $15 te $25 a week is a very puny sum to offer for 
that sort of drudgery. 

It always has been my contention that you cannot professionalize the 
American intercollegiate game of football, even’under cover. A football 
piaygr in the course of preparation does more manual work than a day 
laborer in the course of a year. In addition, in the course of one season, 
he takes more physical punishment than some of our wealthiest prize- 
fighters take in the course of tlveir entire ring careers. 

Case of Lassman. 

There is the case of Al Lassman, of. New York university. While he 
was still a sophomore and a member of the team, he showed promise of 
being one of the leading heavyweight contenders, if not the heavyweight 
champion. I happen to know that three prizefight promoters approached 
him with offers to buy percentages of him while he was still in college, 
and these offers were not small ones, either. 

Lassman intended to become a professional pugilist when he 
was graduated, but insisted that he would listen to no offers until 
then. He liked playing footbell for New York university. In 
the final game of his senior year Lassman was so badly injured in 
giving all that he had to his football team that he never will be 
able to appear in the, professional prize ring. Now, if college foot- 
ball players really could be paid New York university owes Lass- 
man about $200,000. Prize fight managers who wanted him say 
that he might have made at least that much, 

The only deduction is that if you.can pay football players you cannot 
pay them enough. They must play the game because tirey like it. 


Well Paid Janitors. 


The Carnegie Foundation for the Investigation of Teaching has been 
making inquisition into proselyting, among other alleged evils of the 
American college systems. Dr. Savage will give no names in connection 
with the investigation because its purpose, he says, is not to stir up any 
mud, but to clarify things. Colleges which have been found to be 
“unethical” will be given a chance to’ become as ethical as possible with- 
out scandal. ° ' 
) But some of the results of the investigating were amusing. 

In one college it was found that practically all the members of the 

football team were being paid $300 a month as janitors. That 

seemed to be a fairly high wage for a janitor—even a good janitor, 

if there are any good janitors. The wages were reduced, but 

the player-janitors did not go out on strike. 

[he charge has been made that the United States military -academy 
goes out and gets football players. Now there are certain regulations 
concerning admission to West Point, and there never was a cadet ap-.
